HE SHOT HIS BROTHER. 


Attempt to Murder in Coles County 


Sunday Attemoon—A Wo- 


man the Cause. 


Harvey Kinser, or Decatur, tbe Youtfa- 
. ful Assailant. 


from Mondavi DaO*. 


The startling news reached Decatnr 


Sunday night that at Janesville, in the 
edge of Cole* county, 11 miles east of 
Charleston, Harvey Kinser, of Deeatyur, 
wbild intoxicated had shot his brother 
William T. Kmser, a potographer in the 
town of the attempted fratracide. The 
parents ot tbe brothers, Mr. and Mrs. 
George Kinser, both aged and respected 
oitizeus,reaide in a two-story frame dwell- 
ing at No. 745 North College street, at 
which place a REPUBLICAN reporter called 
this morning and found the mother of 
the boys in deep sorrow, and hardly able 
to relate all she knew of the sad occur- 
rence. Last evening the news was 
brought to her by Mr. Charles Newell, 
the operator at the Illinois Central tele- 
graph office. It was to the effect simply 
that Harvey had shot vHlliam. A subse- 
quent message gave fuller particulars. 
Harvey, who is the youngest of seven 
boys, and the baby of 10 living children, 
has been drinking hard for several months 
and was drunk when he shot his brother. 
He and William had engaged in a quarrel 
at the latter'* home about a domestic 
matter, when Harvey grubbed a 32-cali- 
bre revolver and fired a bullet through 
William's breast above the heart, the 
ball going nearly through his body. The

alive and restiog moderately well to-day. 
After the shooting, the report is that Har- 
vey advanced with a knife to assault his 
fallen brother; bat he was disarmed and 
placed under arrest. He will have his 
trial aa soon as the nature of William's 
injuries are1 determined. 


THE OAU8B OS1 THB SHOOTINO. 


When queationed us to the probable 


cause of tbe strange conduct of Harvey, 
Mrs. Kinser, with tears streaming down 
her face, told the reporter that William's 
wife, who was a grass-widow named Lou. 
Shepherd, of Prairie. City, III., was the 
cause of all the trouble. She lived in 
Deoatur with her husband last summer 
and fall, and in October she tried to get 
Harvey to run away with her, and he 
would have done so had it not been for 
the interference of the mother of the boys. 
The conule went to Jsnesville the latter 
part of October, and Harvey, in obedience 
to a letter from William's irife, followed 
and has been there ever since. Mrs. Kin- 
ser is quite sure that the murderous as- 
sault grew out of the supposed intimacy 
existing between Harvey and the young 
wife. Harvey is a young man well known 
in this community. He waa once em- 
ployed aa a general utility man at Linn 
•fe Scruggs' establishment, but after he 
commenced drinking hard his usefulness 
at this pjioe terminated. 


This forenoon Christ. Kinser, a brother 


of Harvey, left for Janesville, going by 
way of Pans. The affair is a sad one and 
will make a great deal of trouble for the 
family, if it does not result in the death 
of William, who is past 30 years of age. 
Harvey is 22. 


" NOT GUILTY." 


The jury in the Emma Bond case last 


evening brought in a verdict of "not 
guilty," and JohnC. Montgomery, Eman- 
uel Olementi and Lee Pettia were dif- 
charged.

Died With the Old Year. 


Decatur is now like all the other cities 


ia'the state, outside of Chicago—she has 
but one military company, the Decatur 
Rifles, Co. K., Illinois National Guard, 
having been formally disbanded last night 
at the tabernacle armory per order of 
Acljfc, Gen. Elliott. There were about 30 
members of the company present, and 
after they were put through the manual 
of anna by Captain Baker, he surprised 
the organization by reading the order from 
Elliott The company IB relieved from 
further service and all are honorably dis- 
charged. The captain will at once make 
out a report and forward it to headquar- 
ters. No reason is given for this complete 
surprise party, and the members of the 
company don't like it even a little bit. 
They have been regular at drills, and 
have ever been ready to respond to calls 
to go to the front and serve the state. 
When they got an order to meet to go to 
Belleville to help quell the riot, 45 men 
reported ready for duty. 
The captain 


say?: "The Rifles were not much on dress 
parade, but they were always at the front 
for hard service and business." The orig- 
inal company waa named the "Grena- 
diers," and waa formed in September, 
1877. Last October Capt. Baker sent in 
his resignation, but instead of accepting 
it, the order was written out to disband 
the company. The company flag was 
voted to Lieut. Col. Durfeo, the snare- 
drum to Berry, and the bass drum to 
Hartley. Up to last night Deoatur was 
the only town in the state, outside of 
Chicago, that had two military compa- 
nies, and this was probably the chief and 
perhaps the only reason for disbanding 
one of our military organizations.

A New Coal Company. 


Andrew J. Wallace and L. L. Haworth 


are the chief inoorporators of the " Deca- 
tur Coal Company, Manufacturing and 
Mining," which baa just been incorporat- 
ed under the state laws, with a capital 
stock of 8100,000. The company will or- 
ganize in due form and eleot officers. Mr. 
Wallace was seen to-day by a HKPULIOAN 
reporter. He aaya it is not likely that 
anything will be done yet for several 
months, but they hope to sink a shaft at 
some point west of tbe city, either at or 
near the West Miiin street orossipg of the 
St Louis division of the Wabasb road, or 
at some point along the P., D. & E. road, 
north and west of the rity. Tbe company 
first desires the right to mine under not 
less than a section of land, and when they 
have been granted this right they will 
prooeed at once to search for coal which 
they hope to find at a depth of not more 
than BOO feet. This enterprise ia one 
which should receive the heartiest en- 
couragement. Deoatur cannot have too 
ninny mines. The more mines the mer- 
rier.

DEATH FBOM NATqitAL CAUSES. 


Verdict of the Jury at the Eev. John 


Hitter Inquest at Boody. 


From FrUatfa Daily. 


Coroner Bendure went to Boody last 


evening to investigate the mysterious 
death of Rev. John Bitter, who expired 
suddenly at his home Wednesday even- 
ing. The coroner was sent for to 3ome 
out and hold the inquest, as it was be- 
lieved that the nged minister had taken 
poison. He left a brief note which led 
to this conclusion, which caused consid- 
erable comment both in Blue Mound 
township and this city. Dr. DeMont F 
Morenzy, of Boody, testified at tbs in- 
quest that he had visited deceased at 1 p, 
m. of the day he died, and found him suf- 
'fering 
from apoplexy. He had long 


suffered with heart diseape. There were 
no symptoms apparent thut he had taken 
poison, and believe death resulted from 
apoplexy. 
Maggie Bitter, wife of the 


deceased, testified that she left home at 
8:30 a. m, and did not see her husband 
Bgtin until 1 p. m,, when she found him 
in the condition described by the doctor, 
A physician at Quincy had told Bitter 
that ho ahonld give up preaching, for he 
was worn out and likely to die at any 
time. Mrs. Bitter was corroborated in 
this last statement by Christian Schwab, 
who washed the deceased after his death. 
John S. Bitter, son of the deceased, stated 
that his father had been in feeble health, 
He had often been troubled wirli violent 
palpitation of the heart,

Lincoln Pleading Under the Trees. 


A correspondent of the Springfield 


State Journal tells this story of 
Abraham Lincoln : 


"About four miles north of Mount 


Pnlaski, on the farm of Joseph Ream, 
stands a white oak tree which once 
served as a temple of justice, where 
Lincoln practiced law. The old De- 
ment mill stand, with its dsin, was 
the first built on Salt Creek. De- 
ment's rights were encroached upon 
by a dam, built a few miles below, 
for the Spence mill. The water of 
the dam below backing up to the De- 
ment dam stopped its great wheel. 
Dement brought suit and employed 
Lincoln to prosecute the case. This 
was in 1840. A justice of the peace, 
fresh from his plow on the prairie, 
and bubbling over with law and na- 
tive justice, played the part of judge. 
Twelve of the best men to be found 
in all the surrounding country were 
made jurors and the case was opened 
to them, seated gravely in a row on 
the ground, in the shade of the tree. 
When the evidence was all in Mr. 
Lincoln made one of his peculiar 
speeches, full of force, wit, apt anec- 
dotes and ridicule. The jury delib- 
erated a short time and brought in 
a verdict in favor of Lincoln's client 
and pronounced the lower dam an 
encroachment on Dement's rights.

HB TOOK STRYCHNINE. 


John Bolby's Attempt to Commit Sui- 


cide-Saved by a Stomach Pump. 


From Saturday's Daily. 


A telegram from Maroa this forenoon 


gives the particulars of an attempt at 
suicide by the strychnine route which oc- 
curred at the Bolby place three miles 
west of the town at three o'cloct this 
morning. The wonld-be suicide is John 
Bolby, aged €0 years, the owner of a finely 
mproved farm of 160 acres, on which 
lave lalely been erected a large new 
louse and a splendid bare, all paid for. 
This morning icon after 2 o'clock Mr. 
Bolby, who has been addicted to an im- 
moderate indulgence in the use of liquor, 
took a dose of strychnine with suicidal 
intent The family became aware of what 
the husband and father bad done, and 
immediately a messenger wan Best poet 
haste for Dr. Phillips at Maroa, who hnr- 
ried to the farm house with a stomach 
pump and^soon relieved the old man of 
bis sufferings and saved his life. 
Mr. 


Bolby seemed disappointed at his unsuc- 
cessful attempt at suicide and would give 
no reason for the act, except that he 
wanted to die, atjd hoped to have better 
luck next time. He will be watched by 
his family to prevent a repetition ot the 
deed of to-day. He has a wife and four 
children at home, and is one of the best 
known farmers in the northern part of 
the county. He has been a hard drinker 
for several years. He wae in Maroa yester- 
day, but as that is a temperance town, he 
could not have got any liquor there, 


Fallea in the Attempt. 


The 29 prisoners in the county jail at 


Danville tried to gain their liberty by 
sawing their way out Saturday night, but 
the game was discovered by Jailor Lister 
in time to keep the birds in the cage, and 
also to save his own life. The prisoners 
bud a dozen saws in their possession and 
also a brace of revolvers which had been 
passed in through the bars by outsiders. 
The prisoners had commenced sawing, 
and they would now be at liberty but for 
the lucky discovery of the jailor that the 
hasp to the cage had been sawed off.

The total number of pass- 
engers transported was 49,981,305, and 
89,506,629 tons of freight were moved, of 
whnh 10,233,914 was through freight on 
Illinois business. 
Eleven passengers 


were killed and sixty-five were injured. 
Employes of the road to the number of 
154 were killed, and 518 were injured 
more or less severely. In addition to 
these, there were 220 other persons killed 
and 227 injured.

The sleeping-car system which, begnu 


in so limited n manner has reached a 
magnitude of which few have any idea. 
From the Atlantic to the Pacific these 
combinations of speed and comfort are 
in operation, and the adoption of con- 
venience to limited space shows no 
small degiee of ingenuity 
One of the 


principal expenses of the sleoping-ear 
is tho laundry bill. At Boston the 
monthly wash list includes 6,000 pieces 
of linen, and the bill is of correspond- 
ing amount. Each car contains twenty- 
four berths, and its outfit includes 100 
sheets, 100 pillow slipa, thiity hand 
towels, ami ten roller towels. The 
entire equipment of the Pullman com- 
pany includes 50,000 sheets, 46,000 
pillow slips, 16,000 hand towels end 
6,000 roller towels. The company also 
uses about 18,000 blankets. A bleepiug- 
car is emptied and cleaned as soon as 
it reaches its destination, and the soiled 
linen immediately sent to the laundry.

Philip Caspar, a Pauper, Cuts His 


Throat With a Corn Knife.

This morning early Steward W. J. 


Magee IB charge of the Macon county 
poor farm buildings found one of Ihe 
paupers, Philip Caspar, the well known 
German butcher, lying cold and dead in 
tha oorn-onb on the place His throat 
had been ont with a com kn'fe that bad 
been left in the onb. and it was found 
near the feet of the eaicide 
He bad 


bled to death, and bad evidently been 
dead flve or BIX hours. The paupers at 
the farm know that Caspar got out ot his 
bed last evening after retiring for the 
night, and was tramping aboatmumbling 
to himself aa was his custom until after 
12 o'clock, when the walking ceased and 
it was supposed that he bad returned to 
his bed. 
But instead of doing this, be 


had gone to the corn crib and ended ms 
troubles by taking his own life tbe Bret 
day of the new year. 


The inieide waa well-known to onr peo- 


ple, some of whom had given him the 
name of the "orasiy butcher " He was a 
tall, fierce looking mau, with lung black 
hair and beard, and while at liberty he 
vent about early and late wearing granny 
clothes and haunting butoher shops and 
slaughterhouses. He frequently quarreled 
with small boys on the ptreets and has 
been in the local courts on several occa 
sions. He was finally taken to the poor 
farm, about too months ago. His age 
was 63. He has no relatives in this sec- 
tion. 


Coroner Bandure was notified of tbe 


snioide of Caspar, and this afiernoon that 
officer went out to the poor farm to hold 
tbe inquest.
